P. 2— Vasile DDMITRESCO had hlnself nanifested Legionary sympathies which 
had led hia to be. In his student days, a neaber of the "Legionary Dniversity 
Centre." In 1935, when there reportedly occurred a split la the leadership 1 

of the Legionary Movenent, between CODRIANO and STELSSCD, Vasile DDMITRESCO 1 

followed STELSSCD and became a technical editor of that faction* a paper called 1 
"Steleseu'a Crusade" (Cruolade lul Stelescu) . There DDMITRESCO met General 
RADESCO, who collaborated with that paper. . . 

P. 3— According to DDMITRESCO, all the Rusanlen colony In exile, Includin g 
Ite representatives, the aemhere of the Hnaanlan Rational Conalttee la Wash- 
ington and the political pertice, aaount to aothlag. He attacked all the 
■caber* of the Rational Conalttee violently, sxoept RADSSCO, and accused that 
of being traitorous and Irreaponalhle eleaent* which anat be "liquidated." . .

. . . He seems to rely heavily on the moral and material support promised 
by RADESCU. .. As 1 b the ease with GHEQRGHE himself , PUHITBESCCs attitude 
embodies contraeitions and confusion. Thus, on the one hand he urges and 
hopes that GHEORGKE's committee will receive recognition from the National 
Committee in Washington' and, on the other hand, he bitterly criticises and 
attaoks the manbers of that committee. Or he nay hope that RADESCU alone 
could give their committee recognition. . . . 

P. 5— Interview with Andrei NICOLA. 

After GHBQRGHE and DUH3TRESCU left, NICOLA asked CZlto stay longer 
because he vented to talk to him on some important topics. He vas still 
moAocettpied with the clandestine contacting of Rumania and repeated to 
C ^3 that he bad still not received an answer from RADESCU to his memo- 
ranoum. . . 

P. 6 — NICOLA told C that he vas still hesitating whether to start working 
for the German Abvehr Major who had contacted him on behalf of the Americans. . . 
Before starting his work, NICOLA would like to get RADESDU's approval and 
also have all his activities, in that direction, placed under GHEORGHE's 
control. GHEORGHE, in turn, should be given a mandate for the work by the 
Rumanian National Committee in Washington. , . 

Concerning the "Ratria," N.COLA said that it vill only be published every 
two months from now on, because RADESCU did x* t. send the promised funds, 
and in fact he has not replied to any of GHBORl HE 1 a letters sines January 
of this year. • . 
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
